ers began to rescind their price 
increases.

"The company has long recog-

From Japan to Singapore 
U. S. Spreads Money Trying 
To Build Anti-Red Wall in East

TOKYO (AP)—For more than a 


decade, the United States has 
been scattering money and men 
from Japan to Singapore hi an at- 
tempt to build a non-Communist 
shield along Red China's eastern 
border. 


Today America still carries the

Asian nations will assume much 
of the load. 


These nations have not effective-

'Open Door'for All Christians 


Vatican, Hoping to Avoid Dissension Among 
Protestants, Does Not 'Screen' Invitations

VATICAN CITY — The "open 


door principle" will dominate the 
coming Ecumenical Council in 
Rome. All Christian sects who 
"desire to come" will be wel- 
comed as "observer delegates." it 
has been stated by Agostino Card- 
inal Bea, the official organizer 
chosen by Pope John XXIII. 


A pattern of voluntary pilgrinv 


age to Rome rather than of 
screened or selective invitation is 
gradually emerging from the Vat- 
ican's preparations: visits to the 
Pope by all the leading Protest- 
ant sects—but not yet by the Or- 
thodox church leaders—have eas- 
ed the uncertainty. 


Once leaders of groups like the

have visited the Pope, the 


question of invitations to the Oc- 
tober conclave became half solv- 
ed. 


Msgr. Johan Wildebrands, the

No Selective Invitation 


The original idea of open and 


selective invitation to friendly 
churches seems to have been 
dropped because of the possi- 
bility that smaller sects might be 
overlooked 
and especially 
be- 


cause an open Vatican invitation 
might cause violent internal dis- 
sensions in some churches. 


In the Church of Scotland, for 


example, where the 400-year-old 
dispute between Catholic Queen 
Mary and Protestant Queen Eliza- 
beth is still vivid, heated protests 
broke out over the visit to the 
Pope of their leader Dr. Archi- 
bald C. Craig. 


The Orthodox churches of the 


Middle East have jumped the gun 
by having their own Ecumenical 
congress in Rhodes last year. 
They are firmly divided about 
appearing. The Orthodox church 
of the Soviet Union is violently 
hostile. 


By introducing an "open door" 


principle the Vatican passes the 
initiative to the sects themselves, 
allowing them to ask to come ra- 
ther than being confronted by a 
public and divisive bid. 


Baptists and Wadensians .have 


already indicated their wish to 
appear. 


Trial in Italy 


Unlikely to come, however, are 


the American-based sects evan- 
gelizing actively in Italy such as 
the Church of Christ, the Penta- 


Assembly 
of God. An Italian preacher of 
the Church of Christ is now under 
prosecution for allegedly attack- 
ing the state of Italy by criticiz- 
ing its official church.

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Prayer in Schools 


The New York Board of Regents, pre- 


sumably acting in response to public de- 
mands, has devised a 22 word prayer for 
use in all New York state schools. The 
prayer is as follows: 


"Almighty God, we acknowledge our 


dependence upon Thee, and we beg Thy 
blessing upon us, our parents,^ our teach- 
ers and our country." 


The prayer was apparently satisfactory 


to most New York people and certainly to 
a majority of the people on Long Island. 
It has been approved by New York courts 
with the provision that parents must under- 
stand that their children don't have to 
say it. But five parents of children in the 
cchool of New Hyde Park, Long Island, are 
objecting to the prayer and have taken it 
to the United States Supreme Court. An- 
other group of parents is fighting to pre- 
serve the prayer for what they call "an 
expression of the nation's religious herit- 
.age." The eight men on the supreme court 
showed intense interest in the arguments 
at a recent hearing: 


Newspaper reporters in trying to de- 


termine the attitude of some of the justices 
recalled that in 1952 a majority of the 
court ruled that children could be released 
from school for religious instruction out- 
side the school premises. Four justices 
now on the bench were sitting at the time 
of that decision and they divided evenly 
on the result. Justice Douglas wrote the 
majority opinion and Justice Clark was one 
of the concurring justices. Justices Black 
and Frankfurter both wrote 
dissenting 


opinions. Previously, in 1948, the court 
invalidated a release time system under 
which pupils with parental permission 
were given periods of religious instruction 
in public school premises. At that time 
Justice Black wrote the majority opinion 
and Justice Frankfurter agreed with it. 


Justice Brennan put the matter square- 


ly to the court when he asked what the re- 


action of attorneys presenting the -case 
would be if students were asked to say, 
"God 
save the United States and this 


school." That was a paraphrase of the 
opening prayer of the supreme court but 
presumably it's one thing to have the 
supreme court pray and another to require 


• it of or suggest it to children. Justice 
Harlan suggested that for a period after 
the salute to the flag all students be al- 
lowed to pray aloud according to their own 
beliefs or lack of them. Justice Frankfur- 
ter suggested a 5-minute period of silence 
for purposes of meditation and Justice 
Douglas wanted to know if a prayer from 
the Koran, from Zen, or Buddhism would 
be unconstitutional. 


Attorney Bertram B. Daiker who repre- 


sented the school board in the case empha- 
sized that the prayer was voluntary. He 
said that the school principals were told 
that no child is required to join in the 
prayer. But Chief Justice Warren pointed 
out that this voluntary ruling had not been 
adopted until after the New York court 
had required it. When Daiker argued that 
the regents do not want to promote re- 
ligion but to continue American traditions 
there were some interesting comments 
from the justices. Justice Frankfurter com- 
mented, "You don't promote what you take 
for granted. You don't promote the air 
you breathe." Justice Warren asked Daiker 
why he shied away from religion and Dai- 
ker replied, "I don't want the court to 
read my words as saying the regents want 
to teach religion." 


The Chief Justice replied, "I know you 


want to keep away from that." 


Nineteen attorneys-general throughout 


the country have filed a brief supporting 
the prayer as an acknowledgement of a 
supreme being. Most Americans will be 
hard put to understand how such a simple 
little prayer could interfere with the rights 
of anyone.

The Republican Aspirants 


There is a tendency to measure the 


prospects of a political party by the num- 
ber and energy of its aspirants for party 
nominations. By that test, the Republicans 
are reasonably optimistic in Wisconsin this 
year. Conversely, the Democrats are head- 
ing into a desultory primary election cam- 
paign, judging by the paucity of their can- 
didate list to date and the apparent will- 
ingness of its politicians to permit the prin- 
cipal nominations to go by default to those 
candidates who announced for them ear- 
liest. 


Republicans already have four ener- 


getic young men campaigning for the nom- 
ination for attorney general, and three for 
lieutenant governor. There are three can- 
didates of respectable stature for the gov- 
ernorship. The Republicans hold the offices 
of secretary of state and state treasurer, 
of course, and are not likely to deny the in- 
cumbents renomination. Sen. Wiley is not 
likely to be challenged by any major rival, 
as the signs indicate now. 


The key to the party's ticket-making is 


the selection for the governorship and it is 
likely to be a difficult one.

In that 
local governmental unit, if all the statutory 
offices are occupied, it is likely that nearly 
every adult resident has some kind of a 
public office. Perhaps more startling, to 
the typical city resident who pays only 
casual attention to the operations of public 
affairs in the rural precincts, is that the 
1960 census for this state showed 18 towns 
with populations of less than 100, and 74 
with less than 200 souls. 


It is not intended to suggest here that 


there is any great volume of public tax 
money wasted in maintaining the structure 
of town government in such thinly popu- 
lated districts, for we are aware that the 
functions of towns gradually have declined 
and that even some of those that remain, 
such as town road construction and main- 
tenance, now are performed in many in- 
stances by county agencies under contract. 


Yet there is an anomaly here, and it is 


not likely that it will be resolved under the 
present statutory code which puts the re- 
sponsibility upon the town governments in- 
volved. It would seem at a cursory glance 


work for the most part to speeches before 
the county and district party caucuses that 
will send the delegates to the state con- 
vention.

ability of Mr. Knowles. 


These are good men. Whatever the con- 


vention decides will be defensible in a 
practical way, for they rate with their pred- 
ecessors who have been nominated and 
elected to this chief political office of the 
state. 


to be worth some attention by the men who 
write the laws at Madison. 


That they are not likely to volunteer, 


however, was suggested by indirection 
when the declining town phenomenon was 
put on the committee table at Madison the 
other day. The matter was broached by

Somebody 
ought to be interested in reviewing the 
system that obviously calls for revision 
today, whatever might have been needed 
a century ago.

other 
factors likely will take 


care of the situation and thus 
cut off the flow of dollars and

which Washington contends are

The United States itself did 


not embargo all trade (except 
medicine) with Cuba until Feb. 
3, 1962, nor begin cutting Cuba's 
sugar sales in the United States 
until July, 1960 — 18 months 
after Fid'el Castro came info 
power. 


Big Trade 


Three Western nations with the 


biggest trade with Cuba are Can- 
ada, Japan and England. 


It is in Ottawa and London, 


chiefly, 
where 
government 


spokesmen have indicated that 
Washington is overly optimistic 
in expecting any cut-off of trade 
with Cuba, on the theory that 
money is money and a nation 
with products to sell will sell 
them wherever it's legal. 


There have been signs that the 


Japanese are going to be more 
responsive. There are some re- 
ports that the sugar trade in 
Japan is sounding out possibili- 
ties of buying sugar in places 
other than Cuba. 


U.S. officials decline to dis- 


cuss how much cooperation, if 
any, they are getting from the 
nations which have the most 
trade with Cuba. This pre- 
sumably is on the theory that 
it is pretty generally recog- 
nized that a nation's economic 
policies are usually, if not es- 
sentially, selfish. Talk about 
cutting off sales of factories 
is not popular politics in any 
country. 


In addition, Washington ap- 


pears to feel that it Is better 
not to make such an issue of 
it as to force a country to 
take a stand from which it 
might depart later.

Cost Too High? 
2 Supervisors Plead their Case for 
Private Bids on County Road Work 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


At the March 13 meeting of 


the Outagamie County Board of 
Supervisors, \ve the undersigned, 
in conjunction with three other 
board members submitted a res- 
olution calling for the letting of 
several county road building pro- 
jects to bid by private contrac- 
tors. 


To substantiate our beliefs that 


the system of letting bids to 
private road contractors is the 
most prudent and wise financial 
course, we submitted for the 
board's edification graphs a n d 
charts showing proiects bid and 
completed by the County High- 
way Department. 


With careful and diligent study, 


our investigation of the Highway 
Department 
showed that 
the 


state, which also programs and 
administers federal funds on 
FAS (Federal Aid Secondary) 
projects, has a system of arriv- 
ing at costs that prohibits the 
county from completing any pro- 
gram under the statels jurisdic- 
tion within the framework of 
50-50 matching funds, since the 
County Highway Commissions 
are expected to accept estimated 
unit averages of costs -at an ab- 
normally low figure. 


No Finn Bid 


Under this shoddy system the 


C o u n t y Highway Depaitment 
cannot guarantee the people of 
Outagamie County a firm bid. 
Nor can the 
department stay 


within the realm of matching 
funds since the state's original 
yield is so low and the finished 
project so high-matching funds 
becomes a questionable asset. 
This is what we refer to as the 
bureaucratic con game. Instead 
of the 
finished project being 


matched at 50-50 it is always 
more like county 80 per cent- 
state and federal" 20 per cent. 


An example of this method of 


the state setting unit costs on 
FAS projects was shown to the 
County Board in the C o u n t y 
Trunk A project completed last 
year. Here is what our charts 
revealed: 


States' estimate of costs — 


—5127,217.09; 
County's com- 


pleted project cost—S242.601.94: 
vate contractor firm bid esti- 
mate—5175,345.05. 
Under the matching funds ar- 


rangement the state will pay 
Outagamie County one half of 
the $127,217.09 figure, since that 
is the contracted agreement be- 
tween Wisconsin State KIghway 
Department and the Outagamie 
Highway Depaitment, So Outa- 


gamie County will receive ap- 
proximately $65,000 as the fod- 
eral government matching fund. 
If this bid were let to private 
contract, the state's estimate of 
costs on the County Trunk A 
project would have been ignored. 
However the contractor would 
have bid (and completed) the 
project for $175,345.05. The cost 
to the state would have risen to 
$37,000, as 
would our share. 


When the 
Outagamie County 


Department accepted the state's 
estimate of costs of $127,217 09, 
they committed the Outagamie 
County treasury to a 5112,000 
d e f i c i t expenditure. On the 
matching funds basis Outagamie 
County paid: $177,000, and the 
state. $65,000.

In 
this phase of roadbuilding there 
are no figures or quantity esti- 
mates available to be guided by. 
Further, there are no specifi- 
cations or plans drawn by the 
Highway Department,

\\hich an authority could esti- 
mate costs. We surmise in these 
projects, the Highway Commis- 
sion feels the sky is the limit 
and the cost results are known 
only to them and to God. 


We believe the great cause of 


the free enterprise system 
is

fident also that the'taxpayers of 
Outagamie County will appreci- 
ate our search and efforts for 
more economy. In particular at 
a time when taxpayers are faced 
with additional expenditures for 
the immediate expansion of 
needed facilities that are most 
vital for the healthy and pros- 
perous growth of (his entire 
community.

Under the Capitol Dome

Burden Only Slightly

formed taxpayer might have de- 
duced from the long and stren- 
u o u s debate

years and the 
commotion at- 
tending t h e ^ 
new sales tax ^ 
law this year

revision of the 
impact of taxes for the financing 
of state and local government. 


Acutally the distribution of the 


tax burden among property, in- 
come, sales and miscellaneous 
levies has been changed only 
slightly under the new tax le- 
vision act, and almost surely 
far less than most persons might 
have deduced from the length 
and tenor of the political contio- 
versy that attended the act. 


A reliable analysis just pre- 


pared here and made available 
to interested legislators and oth- 
er politicians provides a clue 


Under the new tax system, the 


ratio of total taxes paid by pro- 
perty taxpayers has declined 
from 55 per cent to 45 per cent. 
That has been the most striking 
result of the revision. 


OTHER CHANGES 


It 
is in the comparatively 


small increase in the ratio of 
sales tax receipts to the whole 
that the surprise will be found 
for most taxpayers. 


The ratio has increased from 


13 per cent to 19 per cent. 


The reason is that the selective 


sales tax is a comparatively 
mild one in its scope and there- 
fore its impact and revenue po- 
tential, on the one hand, and 
that the legislature at the same 
time that the public attention 
was riveted on the sales tax in- 
novation also was 
increasing 


the rates of the personal income 
tax. 


Many persons during the long 


past argument about sales tax- 
ation have tended to equate it 


with the possibility of a reduc- 
tion in the comparatively high 
Wisconsin personal income tax 
burden. 


But the legislators did not re- 


duce the income tax; they in- 
creased it substantially, with the 
result that the proportion of all 
state and local government tax 
income now received from that 
source has risen to 25 per cent 
from about 22 per cent. It seems 
unlikely that the income tax 
boost could have been achieved, 
moreover without two palliative 
devices: the payroll deduction 
system, and the forgiveness of 65 
per cent of the 1962 income tax 
due as a compensation for the 
inauguration of withholding. 


THE LESSON 


The lesson in these ratios must 


be obvious. It is that tax revision 
in the form that it has been ad- 
vocated and expounded remains 
incomplete. 


If the property tax is to be 


further reduced, and if the in- 
come tax stabilization that has 
been talked about by the tax 
reformers is achieved, it will 
require an addition to the sales 
tax levy so painfully grafted in- 
to the fiscal machinery during 
the last year. 


The assumption is implicit in 


the position of the Republican 
party and its candidates as they 
launch their new campaign for 
power in the statehouse. It is 
implied in the piojcctions of ex- 
penditure increases of such con- 
servative organizations as tha 
Public Expenditures Survey. It 
is implied in the further tax re- 
lief positions of such men as 
Gov. Nelson, although it is being 
faced up to reluctantly by Atty. 
Gen. Reynolds and some of his 
prospective ticket-mates as he 
campaigns for the governorship. 


The logic of the situation will 


be strengthened, it may be sur- 
mised, by the difficulties of ad-

America (TWU). In many minds, 
he-IS the TWU. 


Mike Quill took up the cause 


of labor during the desperate, 
uncertain 1930s — and he has 
never really left the Thirties be- 
hind. 


The dragons of his youth still 


surround Quill. They wear dif- 
ferent faces, 
they 
breathe 


a different brand of fire. But 
he sees through their disguises. 
He still fights them in the old 
way. 


His salary Is $22,500 a year, 


enough to qualify him for the 
good life. But he'll still lead 
a picket line and mount a soap ' 
box to preach something that 


sounds suspiciously like the 
class struggle. 


Recently, !• hb J7th year. 


Quill has found the strength to 
take on such transport., giants 
as the New York T r a n s i t 
authority, the Fifth Avenue 
Coach CO., the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and American Air- 
lines. 
Quill's jousts with the. dragons 


— like his subway strike during 
the Christmas season a f e w 
years ago — at times have driv- 
en weary New Yorkers to a fine 
pitch of indignation and city of- 
ficials to exasperation.

It was blocked by court 
order, but it really didn't matter. 
Quill had acted, perhaps reflex- 
uvely. 


Automation and merger are 


but different sides of the same 
coin to Quill. They cost the 
jobs of union members, they 
threaten his labor ideal: 52 
paychecks a year. 


"We have nothing against 


automation," protests Quill in 
the rich Irish broque that has 
not left him even after 35 
years in the United States.

He hveH in a stone cottage 


3% miles back in the hills around 
Kilgervan in County Kerry. His

TRfr At one time or another six 
of them were in jail — for po- 
litical reasons, of course. My 


father, two sisters, three broth- 
ers. I, never did time, — not 
yet."

Bay of Pigs Anniversary 
Cuban Military Failure Spurs Reaction

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 


—For Fidel Castro April 17 was 
a great day. He had his picture 
taken in the gun turret of a 
tank, the very model of a grim 
and weary, but tnumphant mili- 
tary man. 


Castro — and communism — 


won that day. The United States 
lost. But that was only a battle. 
The war goes on. 


One year has now passed, or 


will have next Tuesday, since 
the photographer immortalized 
Castro, bearded and weaung a 
green U S -made field jacket in 
the tank turret 


The mists of dawn had given 


way to brilliant sunlight and itfe 
waters in the large coastal in- 
dentation kno\\n as the Bay of 
Pigs sparkled in shades of deep 
blue and blended into the light 
gteon of the shallows. 
Fought Tyranny 


Castro had come into power 


15Ms months earlier 
For 
two 


long years before that he had 
carried 
on a 
gueinlla 
war 


against the corrupt tyranny of 
Fulgencio Batista, a man \\lio 
had 
been given considerable 


U S. aid in the name of anti- 
communism. 


In those IS'/a months, Castro 


had sei/ed the vast holdings 
of foreigners valued in 
the 


billions, promising to pay with 
20-yrar bonds bearing 4 per 
cent interest 


He had begun a vast land re- 


form program, established in- 
dustrial and agricultural co-, 
operatives. With great Wn- 
fare he set up schools, inaug- 
urated a slum clearance pro- 
gram, drove the gamblers, 
dope peddlers and proslitules 
Into hiding — or into more 
legitimate activities. 


The corrupt in the old gov- 


ernment he arrested wholesale 
and imprisoned. The brutal 
strong-arm men of the Batista 
regime he had shot. 
At long last the people felt 


they were free. The hungry ate 
happily most 
of the blooded 


breeding stock of the vast, for- 
eign-owned ranches. 


Castro did something else. too.

In the plush Havana hotels,

Steadily, the $1 billion annual 


trade between the United States 
and Cuba dwindled as the U.S. 
government, more and more 
convinced of Castro's anti-Amer- 
ican, pro communist attitudes, 
applied economic pressures, es- 
pecially by denying Cuba ac- 
cess to the American sugar mar- 
ket. 


Some Cubans wflo had once 


supported Castro began ac- 
cusing him of betraying the 
revolution. 


Castro's 
militia ruthlessly

out opposition.

squads worked overtime and 
at 
least 639 people — the

and engineers. In time, about 
250,000 refugees accumulated 
in Miami.

These 1,500 men had come to 


do battle with Castio's tank- 
equipped forces, well supported 
by artillery. They landed at a

imminent was no secret. The

Nobody Knew 


Apparently the invaders as- 


sumed the Cuhan people would 
rise and join them. There was 
a flaw in the assumption. No- 
body had told the people the in- 
vasion was actually in progress 
and the time to act was now.

Castro simply rolled his tanks 


and artillery into position and 
plastered the invaders.

A few of the invaders escaped 


the deadly beach. Of the total 
force, 1,214 were captured The 
others were killed. 


Pro-Castro Cubans were elat- 


ed. The "colossus of the north" 
had suffered an ignommous de- 
feat. In nation after nation there 
were anti-U S demonstrations. 


In the aftermath of the fiasco, 


Castio was able to tighten his 
already strong grip on the peo- 
ple. 


On April 30, Ernesto (Che) 


Guevarra, Castro's economic 
adviser, ^outlined a four-year 
plan to make Cuba indepen- 
dent economically. He said

were 157 communist 


technicians, including 79 Rus- 
sians, in the country to help. 
More have come since. 


On May 1, Castro declared 


Cuba a "socialist" nation,and 
said there would be no more 
elections. Since the people

Samuel Plantz Transformed Poor 
Institute Into Academic Leader

The only man for whom the Lawrence College presidency was a 


major life-work was Samuel Plantz, seventh head of the institution. 


It cannot be said whether this came about because of his father'* 


constant admonition, "Stay with what you begin," or because a 
church dignitary turned in the middle of a public address when 
Planti was a freshman president and said. "As for you, sir, I hope 
you have found your place and that you're going to stick." 


Stick he did, for 30 years, from 1894 to 1924. He is the only Law- 


rence president to have died in office. The circumstancs surrounding 
"Doc Sammy's" death were typicalyl Plantz; he had delivered a talk 
on "Young People and Their Reading" to a Congregational men's 
group in Sturgeon Bay, then a town of less than 4,000. The next day he 
had to be off early to New York for a trustee meeting of the Carnegie 
Foundation. The bellboy, unable to rouse him, crawled through a win- 
dow and found him dead of a heart attack. So ended the career 
of Samuel Plantz, whose dedica- 
tion to creating excellence on a 
provincial level earned him the re- 
Epect of men all over the nation.

Appleton as the president of 
Lawrence College took place a 
couple of hours after his arrival.

Big Investment 


At the present time, farm mem- 
iers have nearly $376 million in- 
vested in the land banks. 
The 


janks have built up reserves of 
673 million, making the total net 
tvorth of the banks more than $1.2 
illion. 
While the Farm Credit System 
s supervised by the government, 
such supervision costs taxpay- 
ers nothing. Expenses of this su- 
jervision are assessed against the 
janks. The Farm Credit Adminis- 
ration, the supervisory agency, 
s proud of its record. It claims to 
>e an exception to the much-pub- 
icized "Parkinson's Law" which 
says public servants beget more 
public servants. The agency has 
educed its personnel by over 80 
per cent since 1940. Yet during 
:his period, the yearly loan vol- 
ume increased 662 per cent. 


The system is credited with ex- 


erting farm credit influences far 
beyond its own operations.

provides only 17 per cent of the 
;otal farm credit. Yet, its policies 
iave brought about many chang- 
es and improvements in policies 
of other farm lenders.

Credit Administration has been 
besieged with requests from for- 
eign countries for information 
about the system. There has been 
a constant flow in recent years 
of trainees from other countries 
studying the system.

In 


Bergs!rom Art Center Exhibit Serve 
iPhotographic Preview of World's Fc 


Profiles in Science

ARISTOTLE 


Aristotle (384-322 B.C.) was the world's first 


great encyclopaedist or classifier of knowledge. 
His writings, many of which have been lost, cov- 
ered every branch of knowledge available to the 
world of his time. 


They included psychology, biology, natural his- 


tory, physiology, zoology, astronomy, medicine, 
ethics and philosophy. 


Aristotle was born in Stagira in the north of 


Greece. His • father was court physician to the 
grandfather of Alexander the Great. The famous 
teacher and the famous conqueror were associated 
for many years as master and pupil. 


When Aristotle was 17 he went to Athens, the 


center of learning, and devoted 20 years to study 
with Plato at the Academy. He studied medicine, 
mathematics, astronomy, political science and 
philosophy. 


The next 12 years he spent studying the Greek 


world. For a time he lived on the Island of Lesbos, 
where he learned marine biology. 


From 342 to 335 B.C. Aristotle taught the young 


Prince Alexander, who was destined to conquer 
the world. Aristotle taught Alexander the import- 
ance of unifying Greece, the principles of ethics 
and good government. When Alexander became 
king, he quickly forgot his lessons, although he 
continued to honor his tutor. 


Aristotle spent the last years of his life in 


pure science and investigation, setting up his own 
school in Athens. The school was called the "Peri- 
patetic" school, from the Greek word for "walk." 


That was because Aristotle and the school's 


other teachers lectured as they walked up and 
down the garden paths. 


Most of Aristotle's writings that have come 


down to us are from this time*in his life and are 
actually copies of his lectures. 


After his death, these treatises disappeared 


and were not found again until 80 B.C., 242 years 
later. 


Aristotle was chiefly concerned with finding 


the truth. He did not think of science as a frozen 
block of knowledge once he had classified it and 
organized it. 


But although he was the prophet of change 


and growth of learning, his opinions became the 
unchallengeable "law" for more than 100 years. 
Aristotle did not intend to enclose knowledge with- 
in rigid limits, but his successors did just that. 


He would have been among the most vehement 


of the new thinkers when science "revolted" 
against Aristotlian principles during the Renais- 
sance. 


One of his greatest and most famous rules is 


known as the Golden Mean—the rule that the 
supreme virtue is moderation in all things.

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Are Successful Parents 


Bad for Their Children? 


In being "good providers," they may fail to supply the most important possessions of all

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RIVING in the country last week, we 


stopped to admire a low white 


house that overlooked a river. In the 
driveway stood a new station wagon 
and on the lawn a resplendent English 
bike and a beautiful doll's pram. 


I hoped that the parents and children of this 


house were not paying too dearly for their pos- 
sessions. For parents who extend themselves to 
give their children advantages—most likely, ad- 
vantages they themselves never knew—some- 
times cheat their children of that which they 
need most: closeness, love, and understanding. 


As if in answer to my thoughts, a boy of about 


12 came barging out of that house and shouted, 
"I won't! And you can't make me! I hate you!" 


The Family Service Association of America, 


celebrating its 50th annual conference last No- 
vember, called family breakdown "America's 
No. 1 social problem." What causes this state 
of affairs? Many things. But often—far too 
often—it is the result of undue striving: a 
father striving to get ahead faster; a mother 
striving for social importance; the incessant 
striving for possessions—a bigger house, a bet- 
ter car, appliances, sports equipment. - 


Only a slothful family does not aspire to have 


things. What is to be deplored is striving-—what- 
ever it is for—^which pushes parents to the 
brink of their mental, physical, and spiritual 
capacities. Such overextended parents lack the 
patience, time, and energy to give their children 
adequate companionship or understanding. 
I 


T is IMPORTANT for young people to know: that 


someone strong and able is on their side. Boys 


and girls of all ages who get the feeling their 
parents are more concerned with other things 
become frightened, lonely, resentful. . " , - . • 


The most competent family I know—I'll call 


them the Bryans—consists of a mother, father, 
and three children of modest means. Occasionally, 
I'm sure, they wish they could afford a new dress 
or suit, a new rug or lamp. But this never seems 
to upset them. They're too busy enjoying what 
they have. Whether making Christmas cookies or 
decorating Easter eggs, a project in the Bryan 


family seems important and zestful. 


I do not find it surprising that the neighbor- 


hood children, most of whom come from more 
bountiful homes, seek the Bryans' house as one 
would seek shelter from a storm. 


Many of the neighbors are so preoccupied main- 


taining the scale of living they have set for them- 
selves that they emanate an atmosphere of 
insecurity, -worry, and fatigue. Their children 
sense this family stress. 


Down the road from the Bryans live a very 


successful executive and his wife and son. Their 
doctor suggested to the mother that she was not 
giving the boy sufficient attention. 


Horrified, she invited her son to sit down with 


her from 4 to 5 o'clock every Thursday and talk 
over any problem he had. After a few sessions 
the boy, affronted at being expected to turn a 
sense of closeness on and off like a faucet, began 
expressing resentments he may not have real- 
ized he had and finally told his mother that she 
was a selfish five-letter word. 
S 


HE FLEW TO THE DOCTOR. "Junior," she wept, 
"talked like one of those awful boys who get 


into trouble with the police!" 


The doctor tried to explain that juvenile de- 


linquency almost always occurs when an adult- 
child relationship loses its thread of meaning 
and a boy or girl proceeds to identify within his 
age group and to reject adult standards. 


That evening the boy's father visited the doc- 


tor. Bitterly, he told of all the things he and 
his wife had given their son: "He's just^more 
than we can handle. We're entering him in a mil- 
itary-^academy. That should fix him!" 


What this boy needed was understanding and 


companionship, not ostracism. 


It is ironic that in this age, which provides 


leisure time for the pursuit of happiness, so 
many of us don't know how to pursue it. 


Children basically need very little: to be a 


loved and loving part of their parents' lives, 
not relegated to the side lines. But in the striv- 
ing atmosphere that has become part of our 
cultural climate, parents often cheat their chil- 
dren,of these basic needs. .And inevitably, the 
more ambitious parents are, "the more likely they 
are to make this serious mistake.

N THIS AGE when missiles can span 
oceans and space vehicles can probe 


the solar system, distance is not the 
only astronomical figure involved. 


Our grandparents would have leaped clear 


out of their high-button shoes at the cost of just 
one of the many concrete launch pads and tow-", 
ering steel gantries required to fire modern 
rockets. For example, the pad for the Saturn 
space booster, with its million-and-a-half pounds 
of thrust, is costing some 30 million dollars. - 
Lesser installations come but little cheaper. 


This cost factor is one of the chief reasons 


why so much interest was centered around a 
busy acre of the sea off the Pacific Missile 
Range headquarters at Point Mugu, Calif., on 
a sunny day in June, 1960. Out there, Navy craft 
were maneuvering one of the strangest missiles 
ever conceived. It rolled sluggishly in the lazy 
swells,-looking more like a petrified sea serpent 
than what it actually was—a telephone pole 102 
feet long, equipped with a small rocket engine. 
Small, that is, in comparison with the enormous 
boosters that send today's satellites into orbit. 
And its story is as fantastic as Cinderella's. 


Two Naval officers stationed at Point Mugu, 


Cmdr. John E. Draim and Lieut. Chuck E. £tal- 
zer, had observed that buoyant objects would 
float upright when weighted at the bottom. 


If small objects would float upright, they rea- 


soned, why not large objects, too? Large rock- 
ets, for instance. And since the vertical posi-" 
tion is the customary one for launching rock- 
ets, would it not be possible to fire the "bird" 
from the water? Instead of steel girders, the 
rocket would be gripped and held by the mil- 
lions of tiny pressure fingers of the sea, thus 
saving enormous construction costs.

David 
Ben-Gurion 


I 


INCLUDE David- Ben-Gurion, the premier of 
Israel, in my anthology of interesting people 


because he is probably the greatest master psy- 
chologist, of his own people living today. Very 
few individuals can represent the feelings of their 
countrymen, what their nation is saying and 
doing, as well as this man can. 


When necessary, Ben-Gurion has the ability 


to scold his people and elevate them to a high 
plateau. But his essential easygoingness is illus- 
trated by the way he goes around Israel with his 
shirt collar open at the neck. 


The doughty little premier is a symbol of an 


ancient people who have been reborn; sometimes, 
like the Biblical figures of ancient Israel, he even 
speaks in symbols. For instance, in talking to me 
about the *ole of Russia and America in his part 
of J;he world, he didn't mention these countries 
by name. Instead, he expressed his hopes that 
"the eagle" would help keep "the bear" confined 
to the northern habitat where it belonged. 


At the age of 75, Ben-Gurion is just about the 


youngest old man I know. He retains his popu- 
larity year after year because, while representing 
the older generation, he has young, modern ideas 
—unlike most world leaders these days. 


One of these ideas was to include women in the 


Israeli army. Today about one-third of this 
army is female, and I am told they are really 
tough specimens, more feared in battle by the 
Arabs than even the men are. 


Speaking of the Arabs, I believe that Premier 


Ben-Gurion has been one of their really great 
benefactors. In improving the water supply for 
both Jews and Arabs, for instance, he has done 
more to foster peace in the Middle East than 
almost anyone else in that corner of the world. 


Joseph P. 
Kennedy 


TOSEPH KENNEDY, who I am happy to report is 
el recovering from his recent stroke, is one of 
those people with whom I have had my innings. 
There have been times when I looked at him 
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through rose-colored glasses and other times 
when I observed him with a jaundiced eye. 


For instance, I was on the opposite side when 


he advised the United States not to become in- 
volved in the second World War. But what fas- 
<unates me about Joe Kennedy is my feeling 
that future generations will consider him quite 
an. important figure in «the history of our times. 
He may remain in the background, but I believe 
he had a great deal of influence in the election of 
his son to the Presidency. It's also my opinion 
that nobody exerts a greater force on what John 
F. Kennedy does in office. 


Don't misunderstand: I see nothing wrong or 


menacing about this. Joe Kennedy's wide experi- 
ence suits him to serve as a kind of sounding 
board for Jack's proposals—to be an elder states- 
man akin to those who are called upon for advice 
in several other countries. 


There is no doubt about the religions sincerity 


of-the Kennedys. I can remember years ago in 
Boston seeing Joe and his lovely wife Rose walk- 
ing down the street escorting their entire brood 
to Sunday services—they made quite an impres- 
sive sight! 


He's a truly devoted son of Erin, too. In a Lon- 


don barbershop, I once overheard a man who had 
hot towels on his face debating the comparative 
loveliness of the English and Irish countrysides. 
The barber was holding out for the superiority 
of England, but the man under the towels was 
maintaining that "the Irish countryside is more 
beautiful than any." 


Of course, Ireland's defender turned out to be 


Joe Kennedy, who at that time was our ambas- 
sador to Britain. As ambassador, Kennedy might 
have avoided such a controversy, but it wasn't 
in Joe not to speak his mind—or let anyone have 
the better of the Irish! 


Perle 
Mesta 


S 


o FAR as Fam concerned, Perle Mesta was a 
"hostess with the- mostest" long before the 


show about her ("Call Me Madam") opened on 
Broadway. She is one of the most vivacious and 
warmhearted women I have ever been privileged 
to know. 


Of course, when I first met Perle some 40 years 


ago, she wasn't a lady diplomat nor an influential 
member of the national Democratic organization; 
these things still lay in the future. But she was 
a lovely woman—and a lucky one, being the 
daughter of a rich real-estate and oil man and 
the wife of a similarly prominent and wealthy 
steel manufacturer. 


^ Some people may think of Perle as being tough, 
I'm sure she is capable of being quite "hard- 
boiled" in a difficult situation, but essentially 
Perle is a perfectly delightful person; her many 
friends know ther can always depend on her 
for aid and understanding, whatever their prob- 
lem may be. 


It so happened that we disagreed during the 


1960 Presidential campaign: I supported Ken- 
nedy, Perle didn't. But she is an extremely loyal 
and high-principled individual; she became a 
great friend of President Truman's family when 
she stood up for Harry's inalienable right as a 
father to defend his daughter against what he 
considered unfair criticism! 


Covering her activities as U.S. Minister to 


Luxembourg after the war, I found that she was 
no mere ornament to the diplomatic service. Lux- 
embourg is a small but vital country in the Euro- 
pean alliance. Perle realized this very well and 
did a yeoman job of making friends for us all 
the time she was there. 


Once, before giving a diplomatic dinner, I saw 


her spend a full hour shuffling and reshuffling the 
place cards in order that her guests would be 
seated just so. After the affair, she packed every 
leftover loaf of bread and bottle of milk—even 
table linens—into her car and went off to give 
these things to the aged and needy people of 
Luxembourg. 


Europeans gained more respect for us through 


a representative like Perle Mesta than through 
some of our stiff-collared, professional diplomats 
who fail to reach down and communicate with the 
people. Would that the United States had more 
Perle Mestas! 


J. Edgar 
Hoover

HAVE KNOWN J. Edgar Hoover for many years 
and never think of him as a policeman at all, 


but as a friend and a really charming human 
being. Normally, he is quiet and gentle, but he 
can get rough and tough if he has to. 


Walking along the street with him one day in 


Washington, we came upon a flower peddler who 
was whipping his horse mercilessly because it 
wouldn't move. Suddenly, Edgar darted across 
the street, grabbed the whip out of the peddler's 
hands, and gave him a wallop. When the horse 
decided to take off, Edgar ran after it and 
grabbed its bridle. All in all, it was quite a force- 
ful display by the director of our Federal Bureau 
of Investigation! 


He is truly a man of many sides. Conditioned 


like a champion fighter, he keeps himself in splen- 


did physical shape—he practices yoga and can 
high-jump his own height—yet he loves classical 
music. He has spent both time and money on 
various children's activities._ 


Though: the FBI doesn't like to talk: about it, 


several attempts have been made on Edgar's life. 
I know that once a man came at him from be- 
hind with a blackjack, but Edgarr a master at 
jujitsu, immediately threw him to the ground. 


His efficiency was proved personally to me a 


few years ago when I got a crank letter from 
somewhere in Iowa. I reported the threat and 
was simply flabbergasted when the FBI was 
able to identify and arrest the man in an aston- 
ishing four days! 


Edgar is a deeply devout man; I know several 


congregations have vied for his membership. He 
has a nice house with a pretty patio near the 
capital, and in general he leads a quiet and con- 
tented life. 


I know that more than once Edgar has turned 


down much higher jobs in the Government to 
remain at the head of the FBI. He's neither a 
Republican nor a Democrat, but a truly dedicated 
public servant. 


For recreation, he likes to swim, hike, and go 


to the movies. In Florida he attends the dog and 
horse races, but I don't know if he ever bets. 
On television, he prefers Westerns to mysteries, 
and as for books, he never touches a mystery 
story—naturally!

iOLF HITLER earns a place on my "unfor- 
gettable people" list by the sheer fact that 


this little chit of an Austrian corporal altered 
the lines of history, twisted the fate of the entire 
world, and brought so many fantastic, horrible 
events to pass. 


It was during the early '30s, the era of the 


Munich beer-hall putsche, that I first heard Hit- 
ler's name. I managed to meet him by getting 
thrown into the same jail he occupied. I accom- 
plished this feat by purposely throwing a brick 
through a shop window. 


It took a few days, but by bribing the guard I 


was able to get moved to the cell alongside Hit- 
ler's. I got to know him quite well in jail, and 
my remarks led him to think I was in favor of 
his National Socialism. 


Hitler realized my real feelings on the morn- 


ing of Feb. 28, 1933, when he read my account 
of the fire which had swept the Reichstag (the 
German parliament) the night before. By pure 
luck, I happened to be out for a stroll when I saw

My Four 


A tv personality recalls

NTIL SHE SUFFERED E series of 
multiple strokes in 1945, my 


mother Carrie Cagney was the 
core of our family. 


I was working as a radio actress in 


New York when my brothers wired me 
that she was dying. I flew to Los Angeles, 
where my brother Jimmy met me at the 
airport and rushed me to the hospital. 


When I finally got to Mom, she could 


no longer speak—she could only move the 
fingers of one hand. Yet when she saw me 
she did something so beautiful I shall 
never forget it. 


Using her hand, Mom signaled us close 


to her. When her four boys and I were 
gathered around the bed, she looked at 
Harry and slowly moved her first finger. 
She looked at Jimmy for a long moment 
and indicated her second finger. She 
looked at Ed and indicated her ring fin- 
ger. She looked at Bill and indicated her 
little finger. At last she looked at me and, 
folding her thumb over the palm of her 
hand, she closed all her fingers tightly 
over it. Mother was telling her boys to 
take care of me. 


In her heart Mom probably knew they 


didn't need to be told this. As far back 
as I can remember, my four brothers 
have always been there when I needed 
them. Our father died in an influenza 
epidemic in New York City six months 
before I was born. Harry, Jim, Ed, and 
Bill immediately took over as the men of 
the family. They became the greatest four 
fathers a girl could have. 


Mom used to tell me how delighted the 


boys were when I was born. We were liv- 
ing in an old brownstone tenement on 


New York's East 78th Street. The doctor 
who attended my delivery at home had a 
hard job keeping the boys out of Moth- 
er's room. Fortunately, there was a pa- 
rade that day, and he chased them out 
of the apartment to watch it. 


We had to struggle for food and rent 


money during my growing-up years. Har- 
ry and Ed were studying to be doctors, 
Jimmy was trying to break into show 
business, Bill was going to high school, 
and everyone had a job in his spare time 
to earn money for the family. The boys 
also helped with the chores around the 
house, which often included-me. 


For instance, Bill, the youngest, couldn't 


play baseball Saturday mornings until 
he'd washed all the sheets and pillow- 
cases—and then he couldn't go unless he 
took me. 


nnHE BOYS never were ones for pamper- 
_1_ ing. They were tough, practical men, 
yet they loved children. I can recall only 
one time when one of the boys shouted 
at me. I was four years old, and Jimmy 
had me on his lap reading the Sunday 
comics aloud. He was in vaudeville then 
and had been up late the previous night. 
While reading, he started to yawn. I no- 
ticed a gold object shining in his mouth 
(at four no one tells you about gold fill- 
ings). During one especially big yawn, I 
reached into Jimmy's mouth to touch it. 


Jim choked and almost chomped down 


on my fingers. If he hadn't caught him- 
self, he might have bitten my hand off. 
When he realized what had happened, he 
was so frightened he shouted, "For 
heaven's sake, honey, don't ever do that 
again!" I was shocked at being shouted

at, and I began to cry. Guilt-stricken, 
Jimmy hugged me against his chest and 
crooned to me until the tears stopped. 


Love came easily with the Cagneys, but 


it had nothing to do with- coddling. My 
eldest brother Harry, for example, was 
often quite blunt with me. He's a realist 
and knows what can or can't be done. 


When I was in my first semester in col- 


lege, I wanted to be a doctor like Harry 
and Ed. But one day Harry sat down with 
me and said,""Jeannie, you'll never make 
a good doctor." 


"Why?" I cried. "My marks are good." 
"You could learn all the facts about 


medicine," he said, "but temperamentally 
you're not suited for it. You haven't got 
the detachment necessary^for a doctor." 


It was hard advice to swallow. Ed 


agreed, though, and it was with his en- 
couragement that I first decided to be- 
come an actress. I appeared with Jimmy 
in his Academy Award film, "Yankee 
Doodle Dandy," made a few other films, 
and then settled down in New York to 
study acting seriously. 
D 


URING THOSE student years, I contin- 


ued a habit I had started years ear- 


lier. By the time I was 11, my brother 
Jimmy was famous and lived in Holly- 
wood. I wrote to him constantly, telling 
him all I was thinking, reading, feeling. 
Jim was one of the biggest .stars in Holly- 
wood at the time, yet he answered every 
one of my letters as if they were the most 
important things in his life. 


We talked acting and theater and then 


in 1948 Jimmy asked me to come to Holly- 
wood and take a major part in his film, 
"The Time of Your Life." I had been 


working several years in New York radio, 
but I had serious doubts about accepting 
the movie offer. I could hear the critics 
referring to me as "Jimmy Cagney's little 
sister." Yet I loved the role he had for 
me. Jimmy and I talked on the phone, and 
I decided to try it. 


The character I played was very com- 


plex, and as scene after scene went by 
I wasn't sure my performance was com- 
ing through. Then one day while Jim and 
I were looking at the rushes a wonderful 
thing happened. To understand the'mo- 
ment fully you have to understand a Cag- 
ney tradition. 
W 


HEN WE WERE living on 78th Street, 
we had a special way of acknowledg- 


ing exceptional achievements. If I got very 
high grades in school, for example, the 
boys would look at my report card, nod 
solemnly, fish into their pockets, and hand 
me a dollar. If it wasn't a dollar, it would 
at least be an IOU. 


The scene Jimmy and I were watching 


had been very difficult for me, requiring 
careful characterization. As we sat in the 
projection room, Jim didn't say anything. 
When it was over he was silent for a long 
moment. Finally he stood up, cleared his 
throat, then reached over and dropped 
something in my lap. It was a $1 bill. 


• 
Much has happened to me since that 


day. I am married now, have three chil- 
dren, and a television career on the 
"Queen for a Day" show. Whenever I 
consider myself and my life, I'm thank- 
ful to Jimmy, Harry, Ed, and Bill, who 
gave so freely of their love and helped 
me to grow into a woman. They were four 
wonderful fathers.

Seattle World's Fair: 
Following the tradition of great expositions, the Northwest

1ERICA is off to the fair again this 
year for the first time since San 


Francisco and New York held exposi- 
tions 23 years ago. This time fair-goers 
head for Seattle and its Century 21 Ex- 
position which opens April 21. 


The Seattle fair, of course, will be all new— 


except for one thing. The world's-fair tradition 
of entertainment and enlightenment will be the 
same. Look back at world's fairs of the past, and 
you'll see just what trail blazers they were in 
setting standards for better living. 


The London exposition of 1851 is generally 


considered the first world's fair. It was held in 
a "Crystal Palace," a vast building resembling 
a greenhouse, which skeptics said would shatter 
in the first storm. But it weathered the worst 
weather and pioneered a type of glass and steel 
architecture that typifies our finest cities today. 


World's-fair architecture always has been 


striking—but not always popular. The Eiffel 
Tower, built for the Paris Exposition Univer- 
selle in 1889, was considered a "wasteful eccen- 
tricity," and even, today some aesthetes refer 
to it only as "that awful Eiffel tower." To mil- 
lions of ,others, however, this is one of the most 
beloved landmarks in the world., 


Seattle hopes its look into the future of 


architecture will stand the tests of both 
time and taste. In one pavilion, Coliseum Cen-" 
tury 21, you will see a whole new concept of 
metropolitan design in which city dwellers will

enjoy spaciousness, light—and ;no traffic con- 
gestion. Instead of a massive steel tower like, 
Eiffel's, Seattle will feature a 6007foot Space 
Needle, a delicate, soaring structure with a 
-revolving restaurant~on top. 


Inventions, too, are an honored part of world's 


fairs. I suppose the most famous case occurred 
at the Philadelphia Centennial Exposition of 
1876 where Alexander Graham Bell showed his 
telephone, patented only three months before. 
He was_ ignored until the Emperor of Brazil 
experimented with the "gadget" and exclaimed: 
"My God, it talks!" Bell and his invention be- 
came' overnight sensations. • 


The United States established itself as the 


technological pathfinder of ^the world at the 
Paris fair of 1878 with exhibitions of the auto- 
mobile, mechanical icebox, electrical lighting, 
and Edison's ^.phonograph, .which entranced 
thousands of listeners by squeaking away on 
"Mary had a little, lamb . . . " 


I wouldn't want to predict what great prod- 


ucts of tomorrow will debut at Seattle, but I'm 
sure there will be many. At the U. S.. Govern- 


ment Science Exhibit, for instance, you will see 
the instruments and vehicles with which Ameri- 
ca intends to conquer space, as well as discov- 
eries which may lead to triumphs over weather 
and disease. 


On a more personal basis, you'll probably see 


a home of the future with walls that glow with 
light at a mere* wave of the hand and clothes 
made of such inexpensive material that you can 
throw them'away when soiled! 


As FOB THE FUN SIDE of fair-going, Seattle 
J\. knows it will have to go some to top its pred- 
ecessors. In 1893, for example, the Chicago Colum- 
bian Exposition presented the first Ferris wheel, 
a giant one carrying 2,100 persons a trip. Eleven 
, years later, the St. Louis Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition added something else to American 
culture—the hot dog on a bun. 


Entertainment values have shifted from fair 


to fair. The big attraction at the Chicago '93 
show was Little Egypt with her novel hootchy- 
kootchy dance. Yet in St. Louis in 1904, belly 
dancing came to a standstill, and everybody 


flocked to see Jim Key, The World's Most Edu- 
cated Horse. 


A Jim Key today probably couldn't draw flies, 


so Seattle has turned to the handsome Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police and their horses for 
some breathtaking close-order drill. And while 
there will be no belly dancers, you will see 
beautiful and skilled performers in a spectacu- 
lar aquatic show. Culture, of course, will over- 
ride everything else with dramas, concerts, and 
art shows. Some of the big-name performers will 
be Igor Stravinsky, Van Cliburn, Benny Good- 
man, Louis Armstrong, Elvis Presley, the Royal 
Danish Ballet, Mexican Folklorica, George 
, Burns, Carol Channing, Robert Frost, and Carl 


Sandburg. 


Yes, Seattle will have to go some to top such' 


wonders as hot dogs and telephones, Ferris 
wheelsjind the Eiffel Tower—but the American 
Northwest is a region with a pioneering spirit 
of its own, so you can be quite sure that 20 or 
30 years from now, when some, other fair is 
exciting the nation, people will look back and 
say: "Now Seattle in '62—that was a fair!"

In "He Is Risen" the elements of violence and 


hatred and cruelty enter the story. The disturbing 
and sometimes distressing events that led to the 
Crucifixion, the profoundest tragedy in human his- 
tory, had to be pictured. 


Whereas much of "The Coming of Christ" could 


be pictured with, general scenes, both paintings and 
stills, it was necessary.for the second part of the 
story to find and use the visual materials for certain 
specific events to be told in the order of their 
occurrence. 


Thus, there was the chance that "He Is Risen" 


might tax our Tpictorial resources more extensively 
than the, first program. At the same time, it was 
necessary to make sure that the tragic element in the 
story is, at the end, overwhelmed and overcome by 
the glory and wonder of the Resurrection.

scene, in a .project like "The Coming of 'Christ" or 
"He -Is Risen," a still camera is used to photograph 
each of the more than SCO paintings (in this case) 
in the museum or gallery in which they hang. 


By the time shooting was ready to begin, each of 


the transparencies had been "masked" for photo- 
graphing. 


In filming, it might be added, the most frequently 


used optical effect was the "dissolve" from one shot 
to the next.

Shout Insults 


It was even tougher for Bondino, whose task was 


to sing Verdi's "La Traviata" in the season's second 
offering. The hisses became a deafening roar. Amid 
the boos and whistles, someone even shouted "Celen- 
tano" — a reference to Adriano Celentano, a popular 
tune singer who belts out a song with shouts and 
howls. 


Bondino refused to sing the next performance and 


fled south, where he was applauded in Puccini's "La 
Boheme" at the Rome Opera House. 


Parma occupies a special place in the history of 


opera. This might account for the arrogance of Par- 
mese opera goers: 


A few miles from Parma is the village of Busseto, 


home town of Giuseppe Verdi. He often is referred to 
here as the "Swan of Busseto." The inhabitants of 
Parma have developed sort of a cult, when it comes 
to Verdi's operas. They all know his scores by heart 
and can spot the slightest flaw in a singer's perform- 
ance. 


Famed Home-Town 


Parma itself is the home town of Arturo Toscanini, 


the late maestro. Ildebrando Pizzetti, whose world- 
wide success with "Murder in the Cathedral" has- 
made him one of the greatest of living composers, also 
was born here. 


Though they are the world's hardest-to-please 


opera fans, the Parmese know how to appreciate a 
standout performance. 


Tebaldi Triumphed 


Opera queen Renata Tebaldi conquered the house 


this season with a masterful performance in "La Bo- 
heme." Baritone Enzo Sordello shared in the triumph. 


The hard-hearted people of Parma gave Miss Te- 


baldi a gold medal during the intermission of the sec- 
ond performance a few days later. She had announced 
first that she was not feeling well and would not be 
up to par. But an ovation from the throng signaled 
permission and she went on anyway.
